In analyzing the bids re 
ceived Friday, March 9%, we 
have attempted to reconstruct 
the preliminary budget based 
upon still achieving the com 
plete high school, and of Using 
the low bid figure of $2,380 
000 as the construction cost 
in the new budget 

In our attempt to provide 
second budget, which would 
give guidance to members of 
the Board in awarding a cor 
tract, we have reviewed the 
items on the deferred list and 
feel that the $87,000 originally 
deferred could be reduced by 
$20.000 by placing the hand- 
ball courts on an_ indefinite 
deferment basis 

Neither Upland nor Mont- 
facilities and we fee! that such 
facilities and we feel that suc 
should be provided only if 
there are more than adequate 
funds for the construction 
such courts 

Essentially then, with a 
deferred list of $67,000 plus 
$86,400 for the construction 
bid and additional archi- 
tect’s feex mean that on the 
budget basis we will be 
$153,400 short if we build the 
entire plant.
